fresh source of supply of oil, her 
situation by next spring might be. 
critical. 

Another reason why the Caucasus 
is an important objective is that 
Russia has been getting the bulk of 
her oil from there in the past—the 
figure used to be 87 per cent. To 
what extent the Russians have de- 
veloped the fields between the 
Urals and the Caspian Sea has not 
been revealed. The supply might 
possibly be adequate, but if not, loss 
of the Caucasus would be a hand:- 
cap to the army. 


AWAITING DRIVE ’ 

The Russians have been awaiting 
this southern drive by the enemy 
and it was to checkmate it that 
Marshal Semyon Timoshenko 
launched his bold Kharkov drive 
three weeks ago. That was a few 
days after the Germans made their 
preliminary threat to the Caucasus 
by attacking in the Kerch Peninsula. 

Whethet Timoshenko achieved 
his purpose is difficult to deter- 
mine, Ht is probable that at least 
he delayed the southward offens- 
ive and forced the Germans to 
use up men and much material, 
especially tanks, intended for that 
drive, 


Although the Germans claim a 
victory jn their counter-offensive 
south of Kharkov, the Russians vig- 
Orously dispute it and claim the 
German time-table has been 
wrecked, At any rate, the lul] in 
the Kharkoy region indicates that 
the Germans are reorganizing, 
either for a renewed offensive there 
or for the main southen drive, 


SUCCESS NULLIFIED 


Another result of Timoshenko's 
attack is that the German success in 
the Kerch peninsula has been nulli- 
fied for the time being. The Ger- 
mans are not likely to attempt a 
drive across the Kerch strait into 
the difficult terrain of the northern 
Caucasus until they have taken 
Rostoy and protected their flank. 

Conditions in the southern 
Ukraine for a drive toward Rostov 
and eastward: are now ideal, The 
ground has become dry and firm, 


permitting free manoeuvring of 
tanks and mechanized units, 
ACTIVITY NOTED 

Meanwhile, activity has been

The controller of rubber supplies 
estimates that only about one in 16 owners 
of passenger cars in Canada will be able 
to secure new tires or tubes during the 
next two years. No new tires for civilian 
cars of this type are being manufactured, 
and the stocks on hand will run out in 
1944. 

During these two years only about 
75,000 “essential” passenger cars can be 
supplied and there are 1,250,000 of these 
cars in Canada. The controller predicts 
that 800,000 cars cannot be re-shod with 
tires new or used. Owners may be able to 
secure retreaded tires for 370,000 cars in 
class B and class C, 

Truck tires are being manufactured on 
a 25 per cent quota basis, With tires now 
in stock this curtailed manufacture should 
keep half the 250,000 trucks in the Domin- 
ion supplied for two years. Only large 
trucks can be provided for. Smaller ones 
will have to roll along on used tires or go 
out of commission. As home delivery 
vehicles will get no new tires, the horse- 
drawn delivery wagon may reappear in 
forc@. 

This statement of course takes into 
account the possibilities of synthetic rub- 
ber production. The outlook therefore 
seems to be that whatever may be the 
output this substitute will all be needed 
for military use, and civilians have no 
promise of relief from that direction. The 
moral for the car-owner is obvious. 


Rommel Didn't Get Far 


Field Marshal Rommel was _ luckier 
than his second-in-command. He picked 
a sharp-eyed air pilot who could tell the 
difference between a British force and an 
Italian outfit, and so escaped while Gen. 
Cruewell was captured. 

A retreat in the desert may not mean 
much, and if Rommel’s panzer divisions 
succeed in getting out of the trap they 
ran into the clash may be inconclusive. 
But this early reverse disposes of any 
notion that the Libyan force was intend- 
ed to be the southern jaw of a “pincers” 
designed to close on the Caucasus from 
south while Hitler forces driving through 
Rostov bore down on the oil fields from 
the north. 

As Rommel could not get even to the 
border of Egypt or capture Tobruk, the 
mixed troops at his disposal had small 
chance of ever reaching Iraq. No one 
would know this better than the com- 
mander, who is rated as one of the best 
on the enemy side. His abortive thrust 
looks more like an eScapade intended to 
keep a considerable Allied force on the 
alert through the hot season in the desert. 

Thg events have also settled Signor 
Gayda’s pretence that an Italian general 
was at the head, or almost at the head, 
of the Libyan army. Since Cruewell was 
number two, Virginio’s nominee can at 
most have been only third in the order of 
precedence; and he does not appear to 
have been even mentioned as among those 
also present in the melee. Perhaps, in 
view of the way the affair has gone, Il 
Duce’s candidate would just as soon not 
be associated with it. 


Our New Ally 


With the declaration of war by Mexico 
the twenty-six United Nations become 
twenty-seven, and this continent from the 
Arctic to the Panama canal is now offi- 
cially and actively anti-Axis. 

Mexico did not take this course only 
because of abstract approval of the prin- 
ciple of democracy, nor through sympathy 
with countries which have been struck 
down without a cause. It responded, in the 
only way a Self-respecting people could 
respond, to overt outrages committed by 
the Axis powers upon Mexican citizens. 
Like the United States, it went to war be- 
cause it was attacked. 

Axis submarines sank Mexican ships, 
knowing them to be such, and killed and 
drowned Mexican seamen in callous dis- 
regard of neutral rights and the rules of 
sea war. That is why Mexico is now at war 
with the Axis and in military alliance with 
its enemies. 

The Mexican army is not large, nor 
the navy or the air force relatively power- 
ful. But Mexico's coast line is long on both 
oceans and its oil resources are immense, 
That is, above all others, the part of the 
continent where Axis submarine bases 
would be most useful. It is also the part 
of the continent where Axis influence has 
been most powerfully exerted, Axis money 
Spent most freely, and Axis agents are 
most numerous, 

President Camacho and the members 
of the Mexican parliament have shown 
courage in breaking with the aggressors. 
In so doing they have challenged the sub- 
versive forces’in their own country, who 
may be strong enough to launch wide- 
spread sabotage or even attempt civil war, 
It will now be the business of the Mexican 
authorities to put these forces under what- 
ever control may be necessary to preserve 
order and prevent them giving aid to 
Mexico's enemies.

logne in the R.A.F. schedule for “city by 
city” attack, As more than 1,000 planes 
went over Monday night there is reason to 
suppose the destruction there was not less 
extensive, and the result in slowing down 
enemy war production may be even more 
important. A second raid Tuesday night 
was evidently planned to finish the job. 
Both centres are in the Rhineland, and the 
three raids in succession indicate that area 
has probably been selected as first for sys- 
tematic demolition. 

The residents seem to think so, for 
they are reported trekking out of the re- 
gion in thousands. This presents the Nazi 
supply department with another difficulty, 
which may grow serious. The Rhineland 
is the industrial heart of Germany and a 
panic which caused the inhabitants to flee 
in masses would have the same effect on 
output of munitions as the destruction of 
factories. 

It is disclosed that the Monday night 
raid would have occurred Sunday night 
but for bad weather. The planes were 
ready and the men were ready, but the at- 
tack had to be postponed because of bad 
flying conditions. The inference is that 
the ‘‘city by city” program is to be also a 
“night by night” program, weather per- 
mitting. As only British machines have 
been used, there cannot be any fear of the 
reserves running out. 

Commenting on the Cologne incident, 
General Arnold, chief of the United States 
air forces, said: “It is obvious no offensive 
against Nazi-occupied Europe can succeed 
without air superiority, and we mean to 
have it.” The wording is noteworthy. To 
attain complete air superiority is not mere- 
ly the hope: of the Allied high command, 
but its intention. When the United States 
force joins the R.A.F., perhaps very soon, 
the intention has every prospect of speedy 
realization.

This was considered 
fair at the time. Later, as condi- 
tions did not improve, adjust- 
ments were made and the top 
interest on any setttlement be- 
came 6 percent, 

Still later, those. bankrupt 
farmers, through no fault of their 
own, since the incapable and dis- 
honest farmers on poor land 
were already squeezed by the 
terms of the Act, were not meet- 
ing the terms of the settlements 
effected,

Originally Hinduism, one of 
the world’s oldest faiths, ‘had 
only four castes—the Brahmin 
(priest), the Kasbatriya (soldier), 
the Vaisya (merchant), and the 
Sudra (laborer). But in the 
course of centuries, the main 
castes and sub-castes now num- 
ber nearly 3,000,

are strictly orthodox, can not 
intermarry or even eat with 
those outside their own caste,

Although five full weeks have been cut from the original schedule, 
Mori and his colleagues are willing to bet that their track will be ready 
by 12 p.m. on Saturday, It will be a photo finish, but as Attache Jimmy 
Loftus puts it, “It will be a long nose and the photo will be a mere 
technicality. It has been a tough race, but we are winning it.” 

EVEN WEATHER-MAN CO-OPERATING 

WALKED the length and breadth of this track with Loftus today and 
| I saw a number of amazing things. The work week has been stretched 
to 70 hours, the laborers are raking in $300,000 worth of extra overtime 
and most of the crews have been doubled.

It transpired in evidence Tuesday 
that the hair -was found in the 
Cougan basement by Mrs, Rosalie 
Peche near a pile of ashes on the 
night of the alleged murdtr, The 
hair was given to a trader in the 
district, who turned it over to De- 
tective Sergeant F. A. Broadribb, 
R.C.M.P. The Jjatter testified that 
this hair, together with a sample of 
hair from Mrs, Cougan's head had 
been sent to Regina for comparison 
NEW EVIDENCE 

This evidence was not introduced 
at the two previous trials which 
Cougan has faced on the murder 
charge, On both occasions the jury 
failed to agree upon a verdict. 

Dr. H. Matas, Fort McMurray, told 
the court that the wounds which 
caused Mrs. Cougan’s death could 
not have been self-inflicted. He 
said that death was caused from 
inter-cranial hemmorhage, and that 
perforations on the deceased's head 
and face would hasten death 
through shock. He said there were 
six wounds on the head and face 
of the deceased. 

The witness said that the wounds 
could have been caused by the axe 
found in the Cougan cabin, and also 
that a nail in the axe handle head 
might have caused the perforations 
in the woman's face and_ head. 
Questioned by Mr. Justice 7. M 
Tweedie, he said the wounds could 
have been caused by an axe similar 
to that produced in court. 
BLAMED ANIMAL 


Eustace Black testified that Cou- 
gan, when he arrived at Cougan's 
cabin on the night Mrs. Cougan died, 
had told him that “somebody or an 
animal killed her. Somebody ran 
away from here, but I did not see 
anybody. I heard a sound like 
somebody running down the hill.” 

The witness said he related this 
conversation to the Chief of the re- 
serve when he arrived at the cabin 
“The chief took a lantern and 
searched for tracks but could not 
find any,” the witness testified. 

It is expected that the case will 
be completed early Wednesday, the 
court sitting until 6 p.m. Tuesday in 
an effort to finish the trial on Wed- 
nesday.

This is the third time that 
Cougan has apepared to answer to 
the murder charge, the jury failing 
to agree upon a verdict on the two 
Previous occasions. 

Chief Janvier told the court he 
made a further search for tracks 
the next morning, but failed to find 
any tracks of horses or cattle being 
in the vicinity of the Cougan cabin. 
He saw no tracks leading from the 
cabin down the hill, nor tracks of 
any person running from the cabin. 


TRACKS DEFINED

It is not only one 
of our most important foods, it is 
an easily perishable food. Heat; ne- 
glect to put it on ice immediately, 
failure to keep the iesbex eold 
enough—these gre easy roads to its 
deteriovation. For the baby’s sake 
milk must be clean and kept ice- 
cold to prevent the growth of bac- 
teria, whieh are the causes of dis- 
@ase or intestingl ailments detri- 
mental to baby’s good health. 

It ip wige to boil the milk used 
for young children. Boiling is a 
doyble assyranec of gafety. For, 
while the congcientious dairy man 
may deliver g» good product, that 
prodyct will not remegin stable if) 
it ig left outside the door for an) 
hour or two and if the top of the | 
bottle is not wiped clean. He can 
only proteet it to your door, beyond 
that time it ig up to the individual 
householder, 

Boiled milk ig easier to digest 
than raw milk for then the protein 
element is more easily attacked and 
broken up by the digestive juices 
of the infant's stomach, While} 
boiling the milk does diminish its} 


vitamin C content, that has already 
been diminished by pasteurization | 
or by time which clapses between | 
milking and feeding. We make up| 
that deficiency by giving vitemin 
C in some form ag orange of tomato 
juice daily. 

Milk may be boiled in two ways,| 
either on top of the slove or in a! 
double boiler. Choose a iarge, 
clean, porcelain kettle. Dump the} 
mille in this, put on the fire and| 
stir eontantly until it comes to a} 
boil and boils for three minutes, 
Stirring prevents the formation of 
any thiek “skum”. Remove from 
the fire, pour back into the clean 
bottle, cover, stand in coo] water 
and let cold water run over it yn- 
til the milk ig eold. Put in the 
coldest portion of the icebox. 

When using a double-boiler, put 
the cold milk in the top, put cold} 
water in the base and bring to a 
boil, boiling for twenty minutes 


from the time the water in lower 
ee ee

Such recurrence is especially Jike- 
ly when the patient has relied upon 
external treatment only. Although 
externa! treatment may succeed in 
clearing up the skin for a time, it 
usually does not provide a lasting 
cure, as it ignores the inner causes 
which keep producing the skin irri- 
tation, 

The prominent symptom in psor- 
jasis is the formation of dry, scaly 
patches over a reddish inflamed 
base. Generally the patches made 
up of these white, mother-of-pearl 
scales are symmetrical, that is, if 
they form on one side of the body, 
they will also form on the other 
side. 

Psoriasis has not yet been known 
to occur in a full-blooded Indian 
and is only rarely found among Ne- 
groes. The disorder affects both 
sexes equally and generally devel- 
ops sometime between the fifteenth 
and the thirtieth year, In medical 
history, there are very few records 
of the disease coming on after the 


forty-fifth year. Apparently, the 
seasons have some influence on 
psoriasis, as the attacks generally 


become more noticeable in the fall 
and the spring. 

Psoriasis is easily diagnosed and 
a physician familiar with its char- 
acteristic skin changes will recog- 
nize it immediately. The surface 
skin of the affected area will be 
made up of silvery white scales 
which exist over an inflamed base 
The eruptive patches are 
round or oval 
eczema is usually absent, or if itch- 
ing is present it is mild, except in 
the severe, long-standing Cases

EW YORK, June 3.— (BUP) — 

Though German women have 
resigned themselves to Nazi-im- 
posed dowdiness for the duration of 
the war, women in Italy are en- 
couraged to keep themselves attrac- 
tive though the means at their dis- 
Posal are extremely limited, 

It is part of the Fascist “more 
babies” campaign, designed to bol- 
ster the birth rate, which has in- 
evitably declined despite 20 to 30 
year sentences for the practice of 
birth control, 

Premier Benito Mussolini recent- 
ly issued a decree forbidding the 
wives, sisters and mothers of dead 
soldiers to wear mourning, This not 
only keeps the Italian people from 
realizing the extent of casualties— 
a grief-stricken heart is not readily 
apparent beneath a gaily flowered 
dress—but it is part of the whole 
trend of Italian fashions, in which 
a Fascist government struggles for 
the maximum of chic with a mini- 
mum of materials. 

Skirts are shorter and skimpier, 
hats tinier and more cockeyed than 
they have ever been. As the war 
progresses Italian women are going 
in more and more for extremes 
That is, except for slacks. They are 
Strictly forbidden. 

Lipstick of bad quality is plenti- 
ful. There are no real silk stockings 
but imitation ones are turned out 
in the millions.

EW YORK, June 3,—(BUP)— 
German women live without 
beauty—standing in long queues 
for simple necessities, desperately 
skimping. Their life is unrelieved 
by even the simple pleasure of 
dancing or having a few friends in 
for tea. 

The Nazi motto for women 
been amended from “kinder, 
kirche, keuche,” (children, church, 
cooking) to “Children, factory, 
farm, office, kitchen.” The church 
is eliminated.
